WASHiNGTOl^ (AFP) - Japm 
and South Korea suspended 
some impoftisi of US wheat yes- 
teiday au American regulators 
investigated die discovery m an 
Oregon field of rogue wheat 
genetically engineered to resist 
Monsanto heihiade. 

US regulators insisted diat 
die wheat carries no risks, but 
die outcome of the probe -- 
namely jEtnding out whether 
such wheat is growing else- 
wiiere -- could have a wider 
impact Dll world markets, witli 
die US the biggest global ex¬ 
porter of wheat. 

"No Diie wants genetically 
etigineered wheat,** said Bill 
Freese, science polucy analyst 
at die Center for Food Safety, 
recalling that massive opposi¬ 
tion 111 2004 led seed giant 
Monsanto to pull back fiom its 
bid to commercialize it. 

GE wheat is not approved 
for commercial sale anywhere 
m the world, but some herbi¬ 
cide-resistant plants were 
found in April on an Oregon 
fanii, tnggenng a government 
investigation, officials an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday. 

Market jitters ensued as 
Japan canceled a bid for 35,000 
tons of US wheat, and the Eu¬ 
ropean Union told its member 


states to test imports from the 
area, saying any genetically 
modified wheat would not be 
sold to consumers. 

Taiwan's Flour Millers As¬ 
sociation said imports fi'omthe 
Umted States were under re¬ 
view, according to Dow Jones 
News wires. 

South Koreans millers asso¬ 
ciation also temporaiily sus¬ 
pended purchases of soft wiute 
wheat fi'om the United States, 
according to tlie US Wheat As- 
soaates and the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Wheat Growers. 
Bo til groups ui^ed nations not 
to overreact. 

"Because of tlie isolated na¬ 
ture Dfthis discovery, tliere £^- 
pears to behttle saentific reason 
for govemments to suspend US 
so ft white wiieat piu'cliases," die 
groups said. "USDA made it 
deal’ that tliere is no evidence 
suggesting that tins matend has 
entered coiimieraal supplies 
and tliat there is no healfii nsk 
assodated witliit." 

The altered wheat is 
glyphosate resistant, which 
means it contains a transgene 
that allows it to survive wdien a 
populai' weed killer made by 
Monsanto, called Roundup, is 
sprayed on fidds.

IMF releases l.Tbn euros for Greece 


WASHINGTON (AFPJ - 
Tlie international Mone- 
taiy Fund released 1.74 bil¬ 
lion euros ($2,26 bi]licKn)f in 
fre^ funds for Greece late 
yestei'day after tlie coimtiy 
passed the third review of 
its peiTormance midei' tlie 
joint IMF-EU bailout pro^ 
gitim. 

Earliei' yestei'day the 
Eni'opean Financial Stabil¬ 
ity Facility also released an¬ 
other aid instaUment, 
wortli 7.2 biUion euros, to 
help recapitalize Greece's 
stricken banks. 


The fun ding is part of the 
173-billion-eurOp four-year 
progi^am to put Athens’s ii- 
nances on a stable path. The 
IMF so far has released 6.57 
billion euros to Greece 
imdei' die program. 

Under tougli austei'ity 
dictated by the progi'am, 
Greek economic growth 
contniuesto sag, chaUaiguig 
its ability to meet bench¬ 
marks set by the European 
Unioii and the IMF. 

In Athens yesterday the 
head of eurozone finance 
ministei's said the group 


could discuss furthei' debt 
relief for Greece next April 
if the govei’nineut contin¬ 
ues to meet the conditions 
of its recovery program. 

Eurogi'oup chief Jei'o«i 
Dijs.selbloem sti'essed that 
it was "crucml" for Greece 
to continue with its stinc- 
tural reforms as he held out 
hope for a long-awaited exit 
from a six-year recession. 

"We have the first sig¬ 
nals of the return of the 
economy...for economic re- 
coYffy next year," he said

What is a healtliy School? 

A healthy^ school is a stj-richiml 
and sustainahh manner to 
work on the mpjovement of 
the health of a child and the 
teacher so as to impjovs the 
health and performance of the 
child. This is not a project, but 
rather a pari of the manage¬ 
ment of the school. Eveiy 
school has to determine indi¬ 
vidually what iheirpnoiities 
are a?idpmpaie a Health Plan 
in accoidance with their prior¬ 
ities. 

In November 2011 by meatiii 
of a Mimsterial Decree (MB) a 
work group was installed with 
the task of prepaiing a Strate¬ 
gic plan, dubbed, Scol Salu- 


dabel na Aruba (Healthy 
Schools on Aruba) Most re¬ 
cently in the month of May 
2013, they organised a work¬ 
shop to achieve said Health 
Plan for Schools (20n-2Q 16) 

The Strategic Plan for 
Healtliy Schools on Aruba will 
entail a management plan 
wliich has to delineate the spe¬ 
cific steps to take to achieve 
tins Heal til Plan fitting for 
Ai’uba. They have used ezam- 
ples and strategies from diffe¬ 
rent countnes, b otli from Latin 
Amenca, Europe and the USA. 

A concept plan has been de¬ 
signed and was approved by 
two Ministers of government, 
namely, the Minister of Educa- 
hon and of Pubhc Health, and 


by the Council of Ministers, 
Hie nezt step is to prepare 
an implementation pi an They 
again installed, via another 
MB, a group for tlie imple¬ 
mentation consisting of 2 rep¬ 
resentatives of tlie Depart¬ 
ment of Education, 4 of the 
Depailment of Public Health, 
1 from the Department of So¬ 
cial Affairs, and one member 
fi'om I PA 

Tliey chose 5 schools to 
begm the implementation pro¬ 
cess: Mon Plat sir Elementary 
,and Kindergarten Echools Ku- 
daweeha Elementary School, 
Cacique Macuaiima, and St. 
PauluE Elementary School. 
These schools were chosen 
based on such criteria as: their 
locations (different districts), 
have teachers giving move¬ 
ment and heal til classes, have 
an active Parent-Teacher As so - 
ciatton, etc. 


WORKSHOP 

In tlie month of May tliey 
orgaiuEed a workshop end in¬ 
vited 2 experts fi'om the Health 
and Youth Inspection Depart¬ 
ment from Holland to provide 
guidance of the implemeuta- 
tion for the 5 pilot schools. 
The implementation process 
will begin in the upconuiig 
school year 20T3-2014. 

The workshop provided 
eveiyone with a clear under¬ 
standing of the concept of a 
Healthy School, better view 
of how tlie implementation 
process should go and the be¬ 
ginning phase oftlie Plan for 
each of the pilot schools. 
Hopefully soon otlier schools 
will talre the initiative to work 
on a concept for tlieir schools 
as wen 

Mrs. Miriam Baiz is the 
leader oftlie implenieiitation 
process, and was grateful for 
tlie support she has received 
thus far from all goveriunent 
officials for this very sigmfi- 
cant proj ect.

Based 
on the digital images, the de¬ 
partment can prepare tlieir re¬ 
port, process them, filetliemin 
their archives and distribute 
them to the specialist m a 
much more efficient manner. 

Another benefit of tins sys¬ 
tem IS that the images in the 


system can be seen by anyone 
audionzed to see these at any 
moment, for ezample the spe¬ 
cialist. The Hospital IS making

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Spain police seize three tons of cocaine on boat 


MADRID (AFP) - Spanish 
police seized a boat carrying 
three tons of cocaine in the 
Atlantic aiid arrested 21 peo¬ 
ple including the vessel's 
Korean captain and Indone¬ 
sian cre’w; officials said yes¬ 
terday. 

"National police officers 
boarded a fislung boat in the 
Atlantic ocean with more 
than three tons of cocaine in 
parcels," on Wednesday, a 
police statement said yester¬ 
day. 

"The captain of the boat, 
who IS a Korean national, and 


four crew members of In¬ 
donesian origin, were ar¬ 
rested" and a further 16 
people were detained on land 
on Tliursday, it added. 

Police officials contacted 
by AFP were unable to spec¬ 
ify for the time b sing whether 
the captain was firom South 
or North Korea. 

Tlie statement said the 
racket involved a "Venezue¬ 
lan organisation" active in the 
northwestern Spanish region 
of Galicia, where most of the 
arrests were made in the 
raids, CO denamed Operation 


Albatross. 

Police carried out 1D raids 
in various locations and 
seized firearms, computers, 
documents andvelucles 

Spain IS considered a 
major entry point for dmgs 
into Europe from South 
America and elsewhere. 

On May 6 police said they 
had seized 52 tons ofhaslush, 
a Europe an record, atawai'e- 
house in the soutliem city of 
Cordoba, and arrested Uiree 
people. 

In March tliey seized two 
tons of cocaine on another 


boat bound for Europe firom 
Venezuela. 

Spam seized nearly 21 
tons of cocaine last year, 25 
percent more than in the pre- 
VI DUS year and 326 tons of 
hashish, down S.5 percent 
from 2011, Interior Minister 
Jorge Femandez-Diaz said 
lastmontli 

Tliat represented 41 per¬ 
cent of the total amount of 
cocaine seized in Eiuope last 
year and 74 percent of fire 
hashish, according to tire 
minister.

The GE wheat was tested at 
more than 100 sites in the 
United States fi'om 199S to 
200S, but die last approved 
field tnals in Oregon were in 
2001, according to die USDA's 
Animal and Plant Health In¬ 
spection Service (APHIS). 

Monsanto said it was coop¬ 
erating mth the probe and 
vowed to “conduct a rigorous 
investigation to validate the 
scope of and tO' address any 
presence of a Monsanto 
Roundup R.eady event in com- 
meipcial wheat seed." 

The same GE technology 
IS already widely used in soy¬ 
beans and maize in the Umted 
States, and allows farmers to 
spray their fields with weed 
lallers witliout harming the 
main crop. 

“The first tiling to know is 
it IS perfectly safe. It was fully 
tested by Monsanto prior to 
2005," said Ronnie Coffinan, 
professor of plant breeding 
and director of international 
programs of the college of 
agnadture and life sciences at 
Cornell University. 

“Wheat fanners have wan¬ 
ted it all along, but there is tlie 
sense that tlie issue aiuong the 
big wheat exporting nations is 
sort o£ 'You first.' 

“Tire Aneiicans don't want 
to do biotech wheat before the 
Canadians do because they are 
afi’aid they might lose mai'ket 
share. Ttie Canadians, the 
Amen cans, the Austrahaus are 
all big wheat exporters and are 
all very sensitive to the m arket 
forces. “ 

Consumer advocates said 
US regidators have failed to 
protect the food supply from 
GE crop contamnatiaa, not¬ 
ing tlrat Food and Drug Ad- 
mimsti'ation safety reviews of 
GE crops before market re¬ 
lease are voluntary 

Freese said the situation in 
Oregon “shows tlie total mad¬ 
equacy of tlie regulatory sys- 
tem“ for GE crops.

ICC rejects Libya bid to halt 
Kadhafi son prosecution 


Colombia 
leader denies 
Venezuela 
destabilization 
charge 

BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia's 
President Juan Manuel Santos 
yesterday dismissed as “pre¬ 
posterous" Venezuelan charges 
til at his govenunent is backing 
a conspiracy to destabilize the 
leftist-ruled neighbor. 

Venezuela's President Mi co¬ 
las Maduro leveled the icharge 
late Tliursday, angrily accusing 
the Colombian leader of stab¬ 
bing Caracas in tlie back by 
meeting with Venezuelan oppo¬ 
sition leader Hennque Capnles, 
"It's preposterous to think 
that die Colombian government 
IS aware o:^ or even worse, tliat 
it IS supporting some kind of ac¬ 
tion to destabilize tlie govern¬ 
ment of Venezuela," Santos 
said. "We would be the worst 
affected if Venezuela had some 
kmd of problem. Wliat we want 
IS for tilings to go well for 
Venezuela." 

Tensions have soared be¬ 
tween tlie two countries since 
Santos welcomed Capnles to 
the presidential palace here on 
Wednesday A photograph of 
the two shaking hands got 
wide play m Venezuela, where 
Capnles and Maduro ai'e 
locked in a bitter dispute over 
the outcome of April H presi¬ 
dential elections to replace the 
late Hugo Chavez. 

Maduro was proclaimed tlie 
winner by a 1.5 percent mar¬ 
gin, hut Capnles has refused to 
concede, insisting that the 
election was stolen. His visit to 
Bogota was seen as part of an 
effort to get international sup¬ 
port for Ins cause. 

Venezuela reacted by re¬ 
calling its representative to 
peace talks in Havana between 
the Colombian government 
and the coimtry's largest guer- 
nlla group, and announcing it 
was reviewing relations with 
Bogota 

Maduro late Tliursday ac¬ 
cused Santos of playing into 
the hands of a right-wing con¬ 
spiracy to destabilize the 
Venezuelan government, 
Venezuela and Colombia 
had tense relations during 
much of Chavez's 14 yeai's in 
power, but Santos has worked 
to improve tliem despite id-eo- 
logical differences with the 
leftist goveniment in Caracas, 
Yesterday, he recalled an agree¬ 
ment he reached with Chavez 
in 2010 to restore relaUoiis, 
Earlier, Colombia's chief 
negotiator at the peace talks 
witli the FARC acknowledged 
that Venezuela had played a 
positive role "and we do not 
want this to be interrupted," 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The In¬ 
ternational Criminal Court yes¬ 
terday rejected Tripoli's bid to 
halt its prosecution of slain 
leader Moamer Kadliafi's son 
Seif al-Islam for crimes against 
hiunanity committed wlnle tiy- 
ing to put down Libya's bloody 
revolt m 3011 

"Tlie chamber concluded 
diat it has noth een suffi ciently 
demonstrated that (Libya's) 
domestic investigation (cov¬ 
ers) the same case that is be¬ 
fore the court" the Hague- 
based ICC said in a statement 
on the long-awaited decision. 

Tlie ICC, which was man¬ 
dated by the UM Security 
Council to investigate the 
Libyan conflict issued an ar¬ 
rest waiTant for Seif al-Islam, 
40, his strongman fatiier 
Moamer Kadliafi, now de¬ 
ceased, and hiE spy chief Ab¬ 
dullah Senussi in June 3011 

Tlie court however has 
clashed with Tripoli over 
where he should be tried after 
he was captured by anti-Kad¬ 
hafi fighters near the western 
town of Zintan in Hovember 
2011, where he is currently 
still being held. 

Libya challenged tlie ICC's 
bidtu May last year, saying tlie 
North African country had the 
means at its disposal to put liini 
in tlie dock in a local court. 

The ICC then also post¬ 
poned Its request for Libya to 
surrender Seif al-Islam until 
judges ruled on tlie challenge. 

Tripoli has made progress 
in its own investigations into 
Seif al-Islam's role during 
Libya's revolt, spai'keim nud- 
February 201L including the 
mobilisation of militias, mili¬ 
tary forces and equipment and 
tlie aiTests of journalists and 
activists, the judges said yes¬ 
terday. 

But after looking at Libya's 
challenge, tliey concluded that 
"taken as a whole... evidence 
did not allow the chamber to 
discern the actual contours of 
tlie national case against Mr 
Kadhafi such tliat Libya could 



said to have substantiated " 


Libya has been placed by 
a security breakdo wn since the 
uprising, with abductions and 
other crimes taking place fre¬ 
quently, and the new govern¬ 
ment is still unable to conti ol 
the fomier rebels who over- 
tlirew Kadhafi. 

Tlie judges said "serious 
concerns" remained whether 
Libya was in fact able "ge¬ 
nuinely to cany out the inves¬ 
tigation or prosecution against 
Mr Kadhafi " 

Tliey acknowledged that 
Tripoli "deployed significant 
efforts to rebuild institutions 
and restore tlie rule of law* and 
improve security after the con¬ 
flict, hut said it "continued to 
face substantial difficulties in 
exercising its judicial powers 
fully across the entire tem- 
tory" 

Hus included the fact that 
Tripoli has not been able to se¬ 
cure Seif al-Islam's transfer 
fi:^om Zintan into state custody. 
Judges found "no concrete 
progress... had been shown 
since the date of bs apprehen¬ 
sion on November 13, 2011." 

Tliey were '“not persuaded 
tliat the problem would be re¬ 
solved in the near' fi.iture," the 
judges added 

Hie court also pointed out 
tliat Libya lacl^ed the capacity 
to get relevant testimony and 
was unable to provide ade¬ 
quate witness protection and 
that there were serious stum¬ 
bling blocks in securing a

High closes of common pain 
drugs can cause heart attack 


Amnesty caiis PNG 
revivai of death 
penaity 'regressive” 


PARIS (AFP) - Higli doses of 
some commonly used pain 
dmgs like ibuprofen can in¬ 
crease heait attacks; strokes 
and related deaths by about a 
third, a study warned on Thurs¬ 
day. 

The drugs„ known as non¬ 
steroidal anti-inflammatory 
dmgs (NSAIDs), are widely 
used to manage pam caused by 
inflammatory disorders. 

Over-tlie-counter doses are 
lower and generally recom¬ 
mended for short periods for 
acute painful conditions. 
Chronic use of more than 


about a week or 10 days can. be 
prescribed for back, knee, lup 
or neck pain, or iflironio 
headaches. 

Eaiiier research had bnked 
the drugs* use to a iisk of seri¬ 
ous gastrointestinal problems. 
This led to a new generation of 
KSAIDs called cozibs tliat 
were designed to reduce tliese 
complications, but instead 
came under scmtirw for in¬ 
creasing die risk or heart at- 
taicks. 

The new study, published in 
The Lancet, found that high 
doses of not only coxibs but 


also older-generation NSAIDs 
like ibuprofen (Advil} or di¬ 
clofenac (Voltaren) were asso¬ 
ciated with heart disease risk. 

"For every 1,000 mdividuals 
with a moderate risk of heart 
disease allocated to one year of 
treatment with Ingh-dose di¬ 
clofenac or ibuprofen, about 
thi'ee would experience an 
avoidable heait attad^ of wludi 
one would be fatal," said a 
press statement accompanying 
the study 

"In addition, all NSAIDs 
double die risk of heart failure 
and produce a T4 times in¬ 
creased risk of serious upper 
gasti'ointestinal complications 
such as bleeding ulcers," said 
the statement 

Ahigh dose of didofenac is 
indicated as 150 milligrammes 
per day and of ibuprofen about 
2,400 milligrammes per day 

Ttie study authors studied 
the data of 353,000 patients 
gatiiered in 539 tnals. 

Ttiey said the increased 
heart attack nsk from NSAIDs 
rose m proportion to a patent's 
underlying nsk, so it was Idl¬ 
est in tiio s e with a previ ous In s- 
toiy of heart disease, Ingli 
blood pressure or cholesterol. 

Similai' results had been 
publishe d b efore, is^itch i s why 
some of the drugs ai'e not 
available m some countnes, 
said Gnffin 

Hie reason for tiie heart at¬ 
tack link was not clear, she 
added, "but hkely because they 
increase likelihood of clotting. 
These drugs also increase 
blood pressure " 

Alternative medicines in¬ 
clude acetaminophens 

(Tylenol) or opioids. 

In a comment on the study, 
Bntish Phannacological Soci¬ 
ety member Donald Singer 
said the findings underscored a 
key point "Powerful dmgs 
may have sencus haimful ef¬ 
fects. 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Amnesty 
International criticised amove 
by Papua New Guinea to re¬ 
vive the death penalty as a re¬ 
gressive step for the 
poverty-stricken Pacific na¬ 
tion, branding it state-sanc¬ 
tioned violence. 

The country's paiframeiit on 
Tuesday passed laws allowing 
execution by a range ofmetii- 
ods, including hanging, elec¬ 
trocution, lethal injection, and 
firing squad, win!e repealing 
its contested sorcery act 

It also vowed to extend the 
long-dorm ant deatii penalty to 
cover rape, robbeay and mur¬ 
der, actions that Amnesty^s 
deputy director for the Asia- 
Pacific Isabelle Arradon said 
were counterproductive. 

“Papua New Guinea lias 
taken one step foiwai’d in pro¬ 
tecting women from violence 
by repealing the sorceiy act, 
but several giant steps back by 
moving closer to executions," 
she said. 

“iTie taking of a life - 
whetlier a person is beheaded 
by villagers or killed by the 
state -- represents an equally 
abhorrent violation of human 
lights 

"Tlie goveinment has failed 
to heed calls fi'om civil society 
to not start killing prisoners 
agam." 


Capital punishment is cur¬ 
rently m place for treason, 
piracy and wilful murder hut 
Papua New Guinea has not 
earned out an execution since 
independence in 1954. 

Amnesty said at least ID 
people were on death row 
As well as reviving tiie 
death penalty, parliament also 
repealed Its 1971 sorcery act, 
which provided a defence for 
violent crime if the accused 
was actmg to stop witchcraft 
It means any black magic 
killings will now be treated as 
murder punishable by death 
following a spate of horrific 
public killings of women ac¬ 
cused of sorcery, in which thei'e 
is a widespread belief in PNG. 

According to Amnesty 
more than two-tiurds of all 
countries m the world have 
abolished the death penalty in 
law or practice with the last 
loiowsi execution taking place 
in the Paafi c in 19 S 2 in Tonga 
Arradon said countries 
were moving away fi'om the 
death penalty, in pait because 
there were no assurances it 
was an effective deterrent to 
crime. 

"By passing these death 
penalty laws, Papua New 
Guinea will find it is on the 
losing side of history," she 
said 


France sees restrictions on 
e-cigarettes 



PARIS (AFPf - Health Minister Marisol Touraine on Frf- 
day said France would apply the same bans to electronic 
cigarettes as rt does to tobacco but would not com¬ 
pletely outlaw the popular smokeless product. £t means 
that advertising of so-called e-cigarettes will be banned, 
as will their sale to under-18s and their use in public 
places, a measure that has been in place for tobacco 
since 2007. Invented in China in 2004, the e-cigarette has 
a diode that heats up a liquid, usually containing propy¬ 
lene glycol, nicotine and flavourings, delivering It as a 
gas to the lungs with each draw. The user exhales 
vapour, but not smoke, a practice called '"vaping." The 
argument in favour of the devices is that they do not 
have Che tar, ash and toxins found in conventional ciga¬ 
rettes. For health experts, though the Jury is still out. The 
UN's World Health Organisation (WHO) has said that the 
safety of e-cIgarettes "has not been scientitically 
demonstrated... (and) the potential risks they pose for 
the health of users remains undetermined." Several 
countries, including Colombia, Panama and Uruguay, 
have banned e-cigarettes.

Stranded Dutch rower 
rescued from Indian 
Ocean 


SYDNEY (AFP) - A Dutch 
adventurer rowing from Aus¬ 
tralia to Africa was rescued 
from the Indian Ocean Friday 
after his boat collided with a 
massive oil tankei; leaving 
himmjured and feanug for his 
life. 

Ralph Tiujn was well into 
hi£ 9,QDQ kilometre (5,600 
mile), 1'20-day journey from 
Western Australia when his 
boat was swamped on 
Wednesday after it lut the 
tanker 

The res'cue mission was trig¬ 
gered early Friday when Tuijn 
activated Ins distress beacon 
and a Myanmai-flagged mer¬ 
chant vessel nearby was sent 
to the scene, the Australian 
Maritime Safety Autlionty 
(am 3A) said. 

Ido Hurknians, who spoke to 
Tuijn after the collision, said 
his friend saw tlie tanl^er when 
rt was only 300 metres (1,000 
feet) away, too late for him to 
avoid it. 

Hurkmans said Tuijn, whose 
boat is only seven-metres (22- 
feet) long, had told him that 
the tanker had dragged liim for 
a long time, during which he 
overturned four or five times 


before he finally broke free. 

Th e iiiici dent had 1 eft the ad¬ 
venturer anxious and in pain, 
witli suspected cracked nbs 
and a broken finger. But Hurk¬ 
mans saidTmjn was "back on 
Ins feel" on tlie merchant ves¬ 
sel, winch was headed for 
Nigeria. 

Australian authorities said 
tlie Dutchman was extremely 
lucky to have been picked up 
so soon fi'om his remote loca¬ 
tion in the middle of the 
ocean, about 1,100 nautical 
nnles west of the Cocos Is¬ 
lands. 

■It's a pretty well travelled 
stretch of water but often mer¬ 
chant vessels canbe three or 
four days away and tins one 
was only a couple of hours 
away," she said.

WASHINGTON (AFP)-Avi¬ 
ation buffs are wondering if 
they have detected the long- 
sought wreckage of Amelia 
Earhart's plane at tlie bottom of 
die Pad fie. 

Earhart in 193? became die 
first woman to fly solo across 
the Ad antic, going from 
Canada to England. 

In 1937, she disappeared 
while flying with na'vigator 
Fred Noonan on a Lockheed 
Electra gomg fium Papua New 
Guinea to California. It was 
the final stage of a journey to 
fly around tlie globe along an 
equalonal route. 

Now, a sonar image found 
neai' a remote Pacific island 
called Nikuniaroro during a 
new exp edit! on known as Niku 
VII IS gelbngintense attention 

'' It's exciting It's finstrating 
It's maddemng There is a 
sonar image m the data col¬ 
lected dunng last summer's 
Niku VII expedition that could 
be the wreckage of Amelia 
Eai'hart's Lockheed Electra," 
says the website of Tighar, or 
Tlie International Group for

The expedition was the 
tenth of its kind in 23 yeai's. 
The image was captured on 
the Pacific sea bed neai' Niku¬ 
niaroro m the Kiribati archi¬ 
pelago. 

Tlie linage was detected at a 
depdi of 1 S3 meters (dOO feet), 
and seems to be less than 10 
meter long (32 feet).

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Giant asteroid sails safely past 
Earth 

--A huge asteroid sailed safely past Earth Friday afternoon, making its closest ap¬ 
proach to our planet for at least the next two centuries. Asteroid 1998 QE2, which is 
about 1.7 miles (2.7 kilometers) wide, cruised within8.6 million miies (5.8 million fem) 
of Earth at 4:59 p.m. EDT (2059 GIVTrjvesterday, then slipped silently off into the depths 
of space once again. There was no chance the 1.7-mile-wide 1998 QE2 would hit us, 
researchers say. That's a good thing, because a strike by such a big space rock would 
cause catastrophic damage, potentially wiping out our species. In general, scientists 
think any asteroid bigger than 0.6 miles could end human civilization if it hit us. For 
comparison, the object that killed off the dinosaurs 65 million years ago is thought to 
have been about 6 miles wide. Scientists are already watching 1998 QE2 closely, in an 
attempt to learn more about the asteroid's characteristics and orhit A team of radio 
astronomers using NASA's Deep Space Network antenna at Goldsfone, Calif., for ex¬ 
ample. Just learned that the asteroid ts actually a binary system, with a 2,000-foot^ide 
moon circling the larger space rock. Researchers plan to use the Goldstone facility as 
well as the huge Arecibo Observatory in Puerto Rico to watch 1998 QE2 through June 
9, NASA officials said. Asteroid 1998 QE2 was first spotted in August 1998 by as¬ 
tronomers working with MIT's Lincoln Near Earth Asteroid Research program in New 
Mexico. The space rock's name is not an homage to England's Queen Elizabeth !i, or 
to the famous ocean liner. Rather, its justthe moniker assigned under the established 
alphanumeric schemethat lays out when asteroids are discovered.

Leaders from the Mara 
Salvatrucha (MS-13) and 
Mara IS (M-IS) street gangs 
made their statements m sep¬ 
arate press conferences at tlie 
pnson of San Pedro Sula, tlie 
Central An eric an country's 
second biggest city 

"We want to ask for for¬ 
giveness from society before 
God if we caused pain at any 


time," an MS-13 member 
identified as Marcos told re¬ 
porters "We also want to ask 
for forgiveness from the au- 
thonties." 

"What we want is peace 
with God, peace witli our so¬ 
ciety and tlie authontiesj" he 
said. 

M-13 members reftised to 
give any names and covered 
their faces witli scarves. 

"We come m peace to ask 
for forgiveness from society," 
one of them said 

Aiother M-13 gangster 
desenbed the event as a 
"process of dialogue ... to re¬ 
duce violence ** 



"We give our word that if 
the government listens to us, 
gives us jobs, gives us nghts 
and looks after us, we can 
continue talking,’’ the man 
said. 

The bishop of San Pedro 
Sul a, Fmmulo Emiliani, had 
approached the two gangs 
months ago in a hid to medi¬ 
ate a truce. President Porfino 
Lobo voiced support for the 
Catholic cleric's mediation 
efforts.. 

Emiliani and Adam Black- 
well, a representative of the 
Organization of American 
States (OAS), attended the 
press conferences. Blackwell 
helped to aclueve a truce be¬ 
tween the same gangs in El 
Salvador.

last season, or Valencia's 
Ernesto Valverde.
